The City 
Council 
met 
Monday

The report of the water commiss 
ion showed that water meter readings 
were $1067.12. 
M aterial and labor 
sold amounted to $70.02, totaling $1,- 
137.14. 
The expenses for the month 
including pumping and running 
ex­ 
penses amounted to $635.00, leaving a 
profit for the month of $525.14. 
The collector’s report showed col 
lections from water bills amounted to 
$900.32 and from materials 
$68.85 
totaling $975.17. 
Collected from m er­ 
chants’ license $1702, all collections 
amounting to $2904.03. 
The treasurer’s report showed $4.39 
in the general revenue fund and 
$1,- 
31.18 in the sinking fund. 
All reports voted to be accepted. 
The report of the chief of police and 
the piliec judge, for arrests, was tabl­ 
ed until satisfactory explanation could 
be made as to the collections. 
Motion was made and voted to au­ 
thorize the mayor to hire an engineer 
to survey the Malone Avenue, 
and 
to make the grades in the Chamber 
of Commerce Addition.

patrons 
that water would be 
cut off when 
their account became thirty days ov­ 
erdue, and that water would remain

account must not be allowed to lag 
H eretofore, some of the accounts have

HIGHWAY MEETING 
DRAWS J I G CROWD 


Three hundred advocates of the ea-t 
road for H ighway No. 61 m et at Sik­ 
eston Tuesday night to 
make 
a r ­ 
rangem ents to present to the 
Road 
Commission the advantages of p e r­ 
m anently designating 
K ingshighway 
as the route for No. 61. 
They came from Mars ton, Conran, 
New Madrid, 
Matthew«. 
Diehlstadt, 
Blodgett, Morley and 
Benton, whib- 
Charleston, Illmo and F om felt sen* 
word they were strong for 61 to 
f o l ­ 
low the ridge route. 
The meeting was called to order by 
President Baynes of New Madrid, w h o 
called on Hon. R. E. Bailey to take 
(he floor. 
Mr. Bailey presented con­ 
crete facts why the perm anent road 
should follow the old Kingshighwav, 
am ong them the cost of building 
a 
road over the low lands, the fact that 
the law now says the highway shall 
connect the county seats, the refund 
that would be lost if new routes were 
followed, the fact that 
the 
present 
route would benefit the most people. 
New Madrid County alone would be 
entitled to a refund of something like 
$490,000 if the road 
should 
follow 
the present survey, means 
a great 
deal to other sections of that county, 
which will be benefitted by the 
re ­ 
fund. 
The same can be said of Scott 
County. 
As the law’ now stands, should the 
west route be selected, there would 
have to be a concrete sp u r built 
to 
Benton in Scott County and to New 
Madrid in New Madrid County. Thi- 
would add some ten miles to the road 
to be built. 
Of the two routes, 
the 
west is one-tenth of a mile shorter, w’e 
are informed, but 
with 
the 
spurs, 
would be about t. a miL 
logger. 
Since the memory of man the ridge 
loute has been used as it was free of 
w ater almost the entire year. 
D ur­ 
ing the recent record high water, for 
a distance of about seven miles, 
the 
present route was under w a te r north 
and south of New Madrid, w’hile more 
than half of the west route was under 
w ater. 
Those present were unanimous for 
61 in its present location, or as n ear­ 
ly so as possible. 
Those in charge 
of securing 
the 
right-of-w ay reported good progress 
and it is believed the entire right-of- 
way will have been signed up by 
the 
time the Association holds its 
next 
meeting, which will be held at Mars- 
ton, Tuesday evening, A ugust 16. at 
8:00 o’clock. 
The publicity committee will hold a 
meeting in 
the 
offices of Sharp 
& 
Baynes at New’ Madrid, next Tuesday 
evening, A ugust 9, at 8:00 o’clock, to 
discuss m atters connected with giving 
publicity to the Kingshighway route 
for 61.

The orchard inspection tour Tues 
day, held by County A gent A. J. Ren 
ner, taking in most of the leading or­ 
chards in Seott County, was very sue 
cessful. 
S ix or seven cars met at 
Benton 
early in the m orning and followed the 
schedule until they cam e to the Mary 
Jane orchard, south of Blodgett 
the Sikeston Blodgett road. 
There were around 70 men a sse m ­ 
bled at the orchard, when the cars 
m aking the tour arrived, form ing 
representative crowd from Scott, M is­ 
sissippi, N ew Madrid, Cape Girardeau 
and Stoddard Counties. 
Mr. Rodgers, 
the manager of the orchard, led 
the 
audience through the orchard, inspect­ 
ing the different aged trees and look­ 
ing at the prospects. 
A fter 
the in 
spection, the grading 
and 
packing 
shed was looked over. 
The automatic 
grader used by the Mary Jane Peach 
Orchard has the capacity of grading 
1500 bushels of peaches a day. 
In 
order to keep 
the 
grader 
working 
steadily, forty men must pick peach­ 
es and tw enty men must pack them 
after they have been graded. 
So far 
this season, from this orchard alone, 
10 car loads of peaches 
have 
been 
shipped to the m arkets and about that 
m an y have been sold locally. 
The 
principal peaches raised in the 
or­ 
chard are Elbertas and Hales. 
E. A. Bierbaum, of the 
Missouri 
U niversity A gricultural College, talk ­ 
ed on the pruning and spraying 
of 
the trees, stressing the time of year 
and the size of 
the 
tree. 
He 
also 
showed 
specimens 
deceased 
fruit, 
pointing out the most general, such 
as scab, cats face, brown rot, etc.

Jane Peach Orchard, the ears drov 
to the farm of J, R .Sheer, north of 
Benton, then to Emil E ifert’s straw­ 
berry patch that netted $200 per acre

Im m unization clinics were es­ 
tablished in cam ps, 
stores, 
doctors’ 
offices 
and 
any 
convenient 
place,

where some 560,000 people were com- 
and 161,000 were vacinated for sm all­ 
pox. 
The two tons of quinine and 
200,- 
000 gallons of sp ray oil for mosquito 
control were supplied for the w ar on 
m alaria and a program is in progress 
for the complete screening of 15,000 
m alaria patients. 
As far as possible 
w ater supplies w ere safe-guarded and 
purified, but when such 
precautions 
were out of the question educational 
cam paigns were 
instigated 
to 
boil 
drinking w ater and milk 
to protect 
hundreds of homeless babies from the 
sum m er diarrhea. 
Around 
600,000 people were given 
complete care throughout the refugee 
period, state s I)r. Hiscock.

free rations and medical service for 
two weeks.

ago 
by Michelson and 
Morley. 
This was supposed to show 
hat the earth was d riftin g through 
the ether, but an almost negligible e f ­ 
fect was then obtained. 
One 
of

onsequences of the efforts to explain 
he result was the Einstein theory of 
elativity. 
However, when I)r. Miller repeated 
the experim ent at the Mt. Wilson Ob­ 
servatory in California, he found that 
there was an appreciable effect. When 
he announced this before, it was hail­ 
ed as proving 
that 
the 
earth 
was 
riftin g through the ether and that it 
meant the downfall 
of 
the 
lativity 
heory. 
O ther scientists sinte 
have 
ried the exprim ent without confirm- 
ng Dr. Miller’s results. 
Now he has 
set up the ap p aratu s on the campus 
of the Case school and the first se r­ 
ies of observations, which have just 
been completed, are completely in ae- 
ordance with the Mt. Wilson results, 
says. 
As an illustration of the delicacy 
of the m easurem ents, Dr. Miller says 
that one objection seemed to be that 
the traffic on two nearby streets a f ­ 
fected the sensitive fringes of light 
nd darkness which 
the 
instrum ent 
eveals. 
This was overcome with 
a 
heavy concrete foundation, hut there 
Were still disturbing effects. 
It 
was 
finally found that a trolley car going

Strange Glow Puzzles Scientists 
A m ysterious and as yet unexplain­ 
ed blue glow in a special light bulb is 
puzzling m em bers of the departm ent 
of physics at Johns Hopkins univer­ 
sity, Baltimore. 
The effect was 
no-| 
tieed by 
Dr. Joseph 
K aplan 
while 
trying to get hydrogen in atomic, in ­ 
stead of molecular form. 
The a p p a ra ­ 
tus consisted of a largo glass hulb in 
the bottom of which had been sealed 
the filament from a 300-watt tu n g s­ 
ten lamp. 
V arying am ounts of h y ­ 
drogen, under low pressures, were a l­ 
lowed to en ter the bulb. 
In a report to “ N atu re”, Dr. K aplan 
describes the effect. 
"The filament was allowed to come 
to incandescence, the observer 
very 
carefully shielding his eye from 
the 
direct light of the filament. 
On e x ­ 
tinguishing the filament and opening 
the eyes, it was possible 
to 
see 
a 
weakly luminous ball of vapor, blue 
in color, rising from the filament and 
spreading out into an um brella-shap­ 
ed cloud at the top of the hulb. 
This 
glow persisted for about a second and 
then disappeared. 
The act of disap­ 
pearance was a characteristic one, the 
glow appearing to collapse from the 
wall of the bulb 
to 
its center. 
The 
speed with which the glow shot 
up 
from the filament increased with in­ 
creased pressures”. 
When the filament 
was 
burned 
steadily for about th irty minutes the 
glow was no longer observed. 
l o t ­ 
ting it stand for about ten minutes, 
however, restored 
the 
power. 
This 
leads Dr. Kaplan to suppose that the 
glow is caused by som ething given off 
from the filament, but that a fte r the 
filament has been burned a while, all 
the carriers of the glow are released. 
The light is so faint that it has not 
yet been possible to observe its spect­ 
rum, which m ight furnish a clue 
to 
its nature. 


Find Largest Indian Rock Carving 


W hat is described as 
the 
largest 


rock carvings in Canada has ju st been 
reported to the archeological office of 
the Canadian ^National Museum 
at 
O ttawa, Ontario. 
This 
carving 
is 
said to be 250 feet long and located 
near Yale, B. C. 


According to the reports, it is carv ­ 
ed on a vertical face of reddish rock, 
sheltered by an overhanging ledge. It 
is about half a mile 
south 
of 
the 
eastern end of the A lexander bridge 
on the Caribou highway, and near the 
Canadian N ational 
Railway. 
Previ­ 
ously, the largest known rock ca rv ­ 
ing was located on the w est side of a 
70-foot canyon about one mile south 
of Mackenzie highway, in the " N o r­ 
way of C an ad a” nera Bella Coola, B. 
C. 
If the 250-foot carving is verified, 
efforts will probably he made to have 
the region 
set aside 
as 
a national 
monument.

THE ABDICATION OF 
TH E RUSSIAN 
EMPEROR

The fall of the Russian 
Emperor, 
Nicholas II, came just at, a time when 
it seemed as though his power were 
at its height. 
He had a-^umed Su­ 
preme 
Command 
of 
the 
Russian 
troops, replacing Grand Duke Nikolai 
Nikolaevich, whom he sent to the Cau­ 
casian front. The road to Constantin­ 
ople was open. 
A 
grand 
offensive 
was about to be undertaken which, it 
wa^ fondly hoped, would result in the 
crushing of the 
enemy. 
And 
then 
came the Revolution! 
This article, written by 
a former 
officer on the Czar’s -Imperial Yacht, 
is frankly partisan. 
It 
presents 
a 
picture of Nicholas 
different 
from 
that which has grown out of the Red 
Revolution. 
It is printed for its uni­ 
que interest and its historical value. 
What could be expected of Russia 
after the great victory winch was be­ 
lieved to he so near? 
It is hard to 
tell whether the contemplation 
was 
pleasant for other nations. 
But 
in­ 
side Russia the glory of the Emperor 
would have been at its peak! 
Now, 
and only now, before the general of­ 
fensive of the Russian troops, it was 
necessary to do something to snatch 
from his hand the palm of glory. 
Revolution was the answer; revolu­ 
tion backed by German money, 
with 
many an honest and sincere patriot 
thoughtlessly taking 
part, 
to 
he 
cruelly repaid in the end! 
The Duma began 
its 
destructive 
work by allowing the pronouncements 
of Miliukoff on 
November 
14, 1916, 
and of Pourishkevich in December of 
the same year. 
Thus November 
14, 
1916, should be considered as prac­ 
tically the beginning of the revolu­ 
tion. 
There being no need as has 
been 
said t ocreate a Raspoutin, since luck- 
i 1 v for the enemies of Russia he al­ 
ready existed, this man was chosen as 
the instrument of destruction. 
The 
name of Raspoutin was linked up with 
accusations of treachery, bad govern­ 
ment. scandalous defamation of 
the 
Empress and 
even 
of 
the 
Uzar’s 
daughters, rumors being diffused like 
poisonous gases among 
the 
people, 
the military troops at home and those 
at the front. 
And after the revolution 
had done its work, the revolutionary! 
leaders could calmly relate at 
that all such rumors of bad faith 
on 
the part of the Emperor and the Em­ 
press in their relation to Russia were 
lies, skillfully concocted and spread! 
Five Russian patriots undertook on 
December 30, 1916, the not very clean 
work 
of 
assassinating 
Raspoutin. 
March 8. 1917. marked the first signs 
of riot among the soldiers of the IV- 
trograd garrison already sufficiently 
demoralized instead of» February 
27, 
as had been arranged by the 
Duma 
and its associated circles. 
Then the 
terrible fury and abandon of 
men 
freed from the shackles of law 
and 
order ltd loose in the murder of po­ 
lice, army officers and any well»dress- 
ed person, increasing in cruelty 
and 
assuming n ew forms with every pass­ 
ing day. 
Cadets and students of mili­ 
tary schools and academies were rais­ 
ed up on bayonet- in the streets and 
thrown into the canals; they 
were 
shot if attempts to save themselves 
frum drowning were noticed. 
Naval 
officers with weights fastened to their 
feH were thrown overboard or thrust 
alive into the doors of 
the 
burning 
boiler furnaces on their ships. 
From Rodzianko, chairman of 
the 
Duma, came the first messages con­ 
cerning abdication in the from of tel­ 
egrams to general headquarters. The 
Emperor left Czarskoe 
Selo, which 
wvis about fifteen miles from Petro- 
gr-ad and was one of his favorite res­ 
idences, on March 8 for the last time, 
and arrived at general headquarters

9.

time on his Virginia farm and finally 
died in Philadelphia October 2, 1782.

"1 desire most earnestly th a t I may 
not be buried in any church or church­ 
yard, or within a mile of any P resby­ 
terian or A nabaptist m eeting 
house, 
for since I have resided in this coun­ 
try I have kept so much bad com pany 
when living, th a t I do not choose to 
continue it when dead. 
I commend 
my soul to the C reator of all worlds 
and all creatures, 
who 
m ust 
from 
his visible atributes be indifferent 
to 
their modes of 
w orship 
or 
creeds, 
whether Christians, M ohamedans 
or 
lews, whether instilled by education 
or taken up by 
reflection, 
w hether 
more or less absurd, as a weak mortal 
can no more be answ’erable for hig; 
persuasions, notions or even seepti- 
•ism in religion than for the color of 
his *;kin”.- The Pathfinder. 


The dropping of fruit, both apples 
and peaches, is largely due to lack 
of water during the season when the 
fruit Is rapidly increasing in size. 
An average peach tree, normally to 
mature its crop, will require in the 
neighborhood of 3,000 gallons of water 
in the growing season, according to 
J. R. Cooper, horticulturist, college of 
agriculture, University of Arkansas. 
**An apple tree will require twice as 
much water, because of Its larger size. 
To maintain a constant supply of 
water throughout June and the first 
part of July, It Is necessary to hold 
the water that is now in the soil, by 
constant and thorough cultivation. 
"Cultivation should continue up to 
the first of July and should be thor 
ough enough to keep down all vege­ 
tation. It is Impossible to produce a 
normal crop of fruit and support a 
crop of weeds or even a cover crop 
during May, June, July and August. 
The severe Checking of growth, even 
though sufficient moisture Is had later, 
means a partial loss of crop. It may 
also mean at least a partial loss of 
next year’s crop due to the formation 
of an insufficient number of fruit 
buds. The orchard should never be 
allowed to stand In the spring until 
It becomes too hard to plow."

Developed in Minnesota 
Fruit growing stations operated over 
ihe state in co-operation with the di 
vision of horticulture of the University 
of Minnesota are being supplied with 
a limited amount of stock of an early 
ripening seedling raspberry known as 
Minn. No. 223. 
The new seedling is 
one of a large number originated at 
the state fruit breeding farm by uni 
verslty horticulturists from self-polll 
nated stock of the Latham, which was 
developed several years ago at the 
farm from a cross of the King and 
Louden raspberries and which has be 
come an outstanding berry in Mlnne 
sota and has proved Its worth nnder 
teets in many eastern and Middle 
West states. 
The new variety pra 
duces a good quality berry which rip 
ens a week to ten days earlier than 
the Latham and Is apparently less 
susceptible to mosaic than even the 
Latham. As stock of the new berry 
accumulates, further distribution will 
be made In order to bring about a 
general test of its merits. 


Different Methods of 
Training Raspberries 
There are various methods of train 
mg raspberries. 
Probably the best 
system for average conditions Is the 
narrow hedge system. 
Under this 
plan, young plants are allowed to de 
velop from tip» or suckers, depending 
on the variety, along the rows between 
the plants originally set. About eight 
Inches should be allowed between the 
plants retained, all others being re 
moved. Under this system, practicallj 
all cultivating can be done with a one 
horse cultivator or garden tractor. A 
hoe can often be used to advantage 
for destroying weeds 
between 
the 
plants and for 
removing excessive 
plants. A trellis may or may not be 
used with thl9 system, as desired.

Oranges or lemons, 6 or 8. 
Molasses, 1-2 gallon. 
W ater, 2 1-2 gallons. 
Mix the bran and poison 
together 
while dry and then add w ater and m o­ 
lasses until the mash is flaky. Cut the 
oranges or lemons into fine hits and 
add this to make the bait more p alat­ 
able. 
This bait may be broadcast over 
the top of the corn.

So im portant is it that milk be pro­ 
duced in clean barns and by clean 
animals that _ several of the states 
have ruther stringent laws on the sub­ 
ject. 
For instance, In Michigan no 
dairyman 
is 
allowed 
to 
house 
his 
cows and horses in the same build­ 
ing unless there Is a tight wall be­ 
tween the two stables. 
The health 
departments of practically all munici­ 
palities Inspect and exercise super 
vision over the sources of the milk 
that Is supplied to the consumers. 
Milk, undoubtedly, Is the most eas 
lly 
contaminated 
of 
human 
foods. 
Milk, too, la the principal article of 
diet 
of 
children, 
whose 
delicate 
bodies and digestive apparatus are es 
pecially susceptible to disease germs. 
For these reasons, as well as for the 
protection of the community against 
germ 
diseases, 
city 
health 
depart 
ments pay particular attention to the 
quullty 
of 
milk 
distributed 
within 
their limits. 
Aside from care In handling milk 
after It Is drawn from the cow 
ster 
illzatlon 
of 
containers, 
Immediate 
cooling to take out the animal heat, 
and keeping the milk at a low tern 
perature to prevent the ever pres­ 
ent 
bacteria 
from 
multiplying—the 
stable in which the cow is malntulned 
is an important consideration. 
The 
stable must be well ventilated; 
It 
must have as much sunshine within it 
as possible, and it must be kept clean, 
so that particles of dirt that may per 
meate the air will not get Into the

pall. 
This 
cannot 
be accom­ 
plished In a poorly constructed, ram 
shackle barn. 
It 
Is 
to 
secure 
cleanliness 
and 
health for the cows that the modern 
dairy barn has been designed. 
This 
type of barn war not mud«* standard 
overnight—it is the result of study 
and experience. 
But now It Is con­ 
sidered as near ideal as can be. 
A 
dairy barn of this design is shown in 
the accompanying Illustration. 
If the reader will closely study the 
illustration he will see that there are 
almost continuous rows of window» 
in the walls of the stable floor. These 
windows are o f the proper height to 
admit sunshine during u greater part 
of the day to the litter alleys In the 
rear of the «tall#.

shine that can be admitted the more 
sanitary will be the stable. 
On the ridge of the roof of the 
barn are suction ventilators. 
These 
connect with foul air shafts that lead 
from the stable. 
The action of the 
air in passing the ventilators creates 
a vacuum which draws the foul air 
out of the stable, at the same time 
drawing in fresh air. 
This continuous 
circulation keeps the air of the stable 
sweet and clean, which means healthy 
cows, and better milk. 
The floor plans which accompany 
the exterior view of the building show 
how the Interior of the barn Is ar­ 
ranged. 
There are stalls for 43 c«»ws, 
each cow having at the manger a 
bowl which is constantly filled with 
fresh water. 
Tows consume enormous 
quantities of water by taking small 
drinks frequently. 
A cow which Is 
watered three or four times a day 
is not following her natural inclina­ 
tion; she wants a little at a time and 
that oft«*n. 
The stable Is so equipped that the 
work of caring for the cows may be 
done 
with 
the 
sm allest 
possible 
amount of labor. Overhead both in the 
feeding alleys and the litter alleys 
there Is a carrier track, on which 
cither the feed truck or litter truck 
1« run. 
This method of making It 
easy to remove the litter also pro­ 
motes cleanliness as the work is less 
hard, which means it will be done 
more often. 
The building itself la of frame con­ 
struction, set od a concrete founda­ 
tion. 
The 
building 
has 
excellent 
lines, which make it an attractive ad­ 
dition to the farm building group. 
Adjoining Is a silo, wherein is stored 
the winter supply of chopped fresh 
corn and corn stalks, while above the 
stable is mow space for the roughage 
the animals will consume during the 
months they are confined Indoors. 
This is a barn that Is weathertight, 
designed to house comfortably and 
keep healthy a good-sized herd of 
dairy cows. 
At the same time it will 
he noted that its dimensions are such 
that there Is no waste space.

Rapid City, S. D., August 2 —On 
the fourth annivresary of his 
be­ 
coming President of the United Stat­ 
es, Calvin Coolidge today 
issued 
a 
terse statement, declaring: 
“I do not choose to run for Presi­ 
dent in 1928”. 
One year and seven months remain 
of the four-year term to which he was 
elected in the fall of 1924, 
a 
little 
more than a year after he took 
the 
oath of office to complete the term of 
W arren G. Harding, who died 
four 
years ago tonight in San Francisco. 
The statement comes as the first 
rumblings of the 1928 conventions are 
getting under way. 
It took by com­ 
plete surprise those close to the Pres­ 
ident. 
Mr. Coolidge, with the trace of 
a 
smile about his lips, made the 
an­ 
nouncement without comment, merely 
handing some folded slips on which 
the message was 
typewritten 
to 
a 
group of newspaper men whom 
ho 
had summoned earlier in the day. 
Newspaper men 
stopped 
to 
ask 
him if there was any comment 
and 
Mr. Coolidge replied not. 
The dash 
for telephones 
and 
telegraph wires 
was begun by the newspaper men. 


New Y'ork, August 2.—William M. 
Butler, Chairman of the Republican 
National Commitee tand close friend 
of President Coolidge, is not convinc­ 
ed that the President’s announcement 
in Rapid City means his elimination 
as a 1928 presidential possibility. 
“I very deeply regret the announce­ 
ment”, he said when informed of it, 
“but I am not convinced he will not 
run if nominated”. 
Butler declined 
to express any opinion as to whether 
there would be any concerted move­ 
ment to urge the nomination 
upon 
Mr. Coolidge. 


Washington, August 2.—The brief 
announcement by President Coolidge 
today that he did not “choose to run 
for President in 1928” took political 
Washington completely by surprise. 
Although the language of the Pres­ 
ident’s statement immediately sta rt­ 
ed speculation all over again, 
there 
was a quick summing up by 
politici­ 
ans as to chances of others promin­ 
ently mentioned heretofore as likely 
candidates in the event the 
nomina­ 
tion went to a man other than 
Mr. 
Coolidge. 
Among those to 
whom 
inquiring 
eyes were turned immediately 
were 
Frank O. Lowden, Speaker Nicholas 
Longworth, Vice 
President 
Dawes 
Secretary Hoover, Senator Borah and 
a number of others. 
Secretary Hoover’s name has been 
coupled with the gossip about Wash 
ington which dealt with the probable 
recipient of the President’s strength 
should he decide to retire to private 
life. 
There have been no open indi 
cations, however, that 
Mr. Coolidge 
would back any particular man 
for 
the Republican nomination. 
Senator Smoot of Utah, chairman 
of the finance committee and one of 
the Republican stalwarts in the Sen­ 
ate, commented as follows: 
“The only way I can construe it is 
that it means if the Republican con­ 
vention decides that it wants him 
to 
run for the presidency of the United 
States, he will do so, but that if he 
is left to his personal choice he would 
prefer not to run.

of 
Nicaragua, although it has been 
ap­ 
parent for many months that he is 
not the choice of the majority of the 
Nicaraguan people. Mr. Moffat show­ 
ed that Diaz was a form er minor em ­ 
ployee of a business associate of Phil­ 
ander C. Knox, who was Secretary of 
State under President Taft, and has 
since been forced on Nicaragua 
as 
President because he is the tool 
of 
certain financial interests which 
are 
seeking to get control of the banking 
and railroad interests in Nicaragua. 
Summed up, the charges of former 
Consul Moffat against the adm inistra­ 
tion policy are: 
That it has, through alliances con­ 
venient and profitable to certain self­ 
ish interests, used armed forces 
to 
support a government in Nicaragua 
that is not the choice of a majority 
of the people. 
That through reprehensible meth­ 
ods and intrigue, attem pts are being 
made to secure control of the nation­ 
al railways and the National Bank of 
Nicaragua in order to have a

That this administration has med­ 
dled in Nicaragua to the extent 
of 
hand-picking her President. 
That the poicy which has been fol 
lowed in Mexico has turned a ‘tru st­ 
ing and friendly people in a sister re 
public to view our actions with fear, 
distrust and hatred’.

the poison be used where the worms 
can get to it. 
This means, getting it 
in the leaf axles where the worms art 
working. 
NO. 1 — 
Bran, 50 lbs. 
Paris Green, 2 lbs. 
Molasses, 1 gallon. 
Oranges or lemons, 8 or 10. 
Water enough to make a flake mix 
ture. 
NO. 2— 
Bran, 20 lbs. 
Calcium Arsenate, 1 lb. 
Oranges or lemons, 0 or 8. 
Molasses, 1-2 gallon. 
Water, 3 1-2 gallons. 
Mix the bran and poison 
together 
while dry and then add water and mo­ 
lasses until the mash is flaky. Cut the 
oranges or lemons into fine bits and 
add this to make the bait more palat­ 
able. 
This bait may be broadcast over 
the top of the corn. 
Some of it will 
fall on the 
corn 
and 
some on the 
ground. 
The best method where pos­ 
sible, is to drop a pinch of the poison 
mash on each stalk of corn bothered 
with the worms. 
It has been proven by several ex­ 
periments that dusting or 
spraying 
with poison has failed to control the 
worms.

So Important Is It that milk be pro­ 
duced In clean barns and by clean 
animals that % several of the states 
have ruther stringent laws on the sub­ 
ject. 
For Instance, In Michigan no 
dairyman Is allowed 
to house his 
cows and horses In the same build­ 
ing unless there Is a tight wall be­ 
tween the two stables. 
The health 
departments of practically all munici­ 
palities Inspect and exercise super 
vision over the source« of the milk 
that Is supplied to the consumers. 
Milk, undoubtedly, Is the most eas 
!ly contaminated 
of human 
foods. 
Milk, too, Is the principal article of 
diet 
of 
children, 
whose 
delicate 
bodies and digestive apparatus are es 
pedal ly susceptible to disease germs. 
For these reusons, as well as for the 
protection of the community against 
germ 
diseases, 
city 
health 
depart 
ments pay particular attention to the 
quullty 
of milk 
distributed 
within 
their limits. 
Aside from care In handling milk 
after It Is drawn from the cow 
ster 
Ulzution 
of 
containers, 
Immediate 
cooling to take out the animal heat, 
and keeping the milk at a low tern 
perature to prevent the ever pres­ 
ent bacteria 
from 
multiplying—the

These 
windows are of the proper height to 
admit sunshine during a greater part 
of the day to the litter alleys In the 
rear of the atailf^ 
Sunshine Is a germ 
diapeiler of mols- 


shlne that can be admitted the more 
sanitary will be the stable. 
On the ridge of the roof of the 
barn are suction ventilators. 
These 
connect with foul air shafts that lead 
from the stable. The action of the 
air In paeslng the ventilators creates 
a vacuum which draws the foul air 
out of the stable, at the same time 
drawing In fresh air. 
This continuous 
circulation keeps the air of the stable 
sweet and clean, which means healthy 
cows, and better milk. 
The floor plans which accompany 
the exterior view of the building show 
how the Interior of the barn Is ar­ 
ranged. 
There are stalls for 43 cows, 
each cow having at the manger a 
bowl which is constantly filled with 
fresh water. 
Tows consume enormous 
quantities of water by taking small 
drinks frequently. 
A cow which la 
watered three or four times a day 
Is not following her natural Inclina­ 
tion ; she wants a little at a time and 
that often. 
The stable Is so equipped that the 
work of earing for the cows may be 
done 
with 
the 
smallest 
possible 
amount of labor. Overhead both In the 
feeding alley« and the Utter alleys 
there Is a carrier track, on which 
either the feed truck or litter truck 
Is run. 
This method of making It 
easy to remove the litter also pro­ 
motes cleanliness as the work la less 
hard, which means It will be done 
more often. 
The building Itself la of frame con­ 
struction, set on a concrete founds 
tlon. 
The 
building 
has 
excellent 
lines, which make It an attractive ad 
ditlon to the farm building group. 
Adjoining la a sUo. wherein Is stored 
the winter supply of chopped fresh 
corn and corn stalks, while above the 
stable Is mow space for the roughage 
the animals will consume during the 
months they are confined Indoors. 
This Is a barn that la weathertlght, 
designed to house comfortably and 
keep healthy a good sized herd of 
dairy cows. 
At the same time It will 
he noted that Its dimensions are such 
that there la no waate apace.

The statement comes as the first 
rumblings of the 1928 conventions are 
getting under way. 
It took by com­ 
plete surprise those close to the Pres­ 
ident. 
Mr. Coolidge, with the trace of 
a 
smile about his lips, made the 
an­ 
nouncement without comment, merely 
handing some folded slips on which 
the message was 
typewritten 
to

group of newspaper men whom 
he 
had summoned earlier in the day.
